Tile individual fa n n e r plays a vital 
role in helping lo m ain tain an ad e­ 
quate .supply of growing tim ber in 
th e United S tates Ireeaase collective­ 
ly 
he owns 
approxim ately tliree- 
fo u rth s of the private com m ercial 
forest acreage in tile nation. T h ere­ 
fore. w hat he docs w itli his own 
tim ber is of intense in te rest to every 
o ilier person iii Hic en tire country. 
Forest Service surveys show th a t 
only four per cen t—only one out o f 1 
every tw enty-five—farm ers 
bundle j 
th e ir tim ber wisely. W hat m istakes | 
do the other 96 per cent m ake? How j 
could they im prove th e ir m anage- j 
m ein of their w oodland? 
Q uestions pile up on this imjx>r- 
ta iit subject. Answers vary greatly 
from farm 
to farm 
B ut on the 
whole, here arc a few jiractices w hich j 
would go far In protecting tile tim - |

future:

trees and at the sam e tim e seldom | 
yield a.s m uch as one good lum ber j 
cut.
